It cannot dotor 
Catholics from such marriages, for 
thoir ceremony is loft to thorn, oudits 
docroo is merely a gratuitous annoy- 
ance to tho rival crood. Fortunately, 
tbo State is bettor than tho Churcbos. 
Mr GraiUl''y .^orkoloy has boon mak- 
ing a " Uonsorvalivo " speech to tho 
electors ot West Gloucestershire. 
They were very an^iy at Air Somor-^ 
sot's victory, and mado a groat noise, 
whereupon Air CJrantley Berkeley told 
thorn ia tbo same breath tbat tboy 
were " no futor for tho suffrago than 
80 many animals," and that ho stood 
by tho Tory party and its Bill, which 
has enfranchised tho animals. Air 
Disraeli will not tbank Mr Berkeley 
for being so frank, though Mr Bright 
mav, and the electors polled him off 
tho hustings with rotten eggs. Tho 
House of Lords hns decided that tho 
sharoholders in Ovorend, Gurnoy & 
Go. aro liable lor tho debts of that 
Gjmpany. Tboy pleaded that thoy 
wero not liable beoauso they had been 
deceived, but tho Lords dooide that 
ihuiigh tbo sharoholders may have a 
remedy against those who deceive 
thorn, they, by poiiniiting thoir names 
lo remain on tho reg stor, incur full 
liability to their creditors. That 
register was mado public by tbo 
Limited Liability Act for that very 
reason and olijeot,. Consequently, 
such tdiarolioldcrs as aro on tho register 
at llio timo of winding up, unless 
placed there absolutely without their 
knowledge, aro contributorios. Tbo 
decision Is a bard one, but it is, from 
tbo detailed judgments, clearly just in 
law, and tho moral argument may be 
summed up in a single lino. The share- 
holders would have taken the profits, 
and they must therefore take the 
lo-sos. Any other course is '* welch-^ 
ing," ond nothing else. A difforonco, 
almost amounting to a rupture, has 
arisen recently botwoaQ tho Prenoh 
and Italian Governments. General 
Dumont having boon requostod by the

of disturbances Franco might return 
to Homo. AL Battazzi took up the 
speech voiy warmly, and forwarded a 
despatch to Paris, soid to havo con- 
ti ined a distinct throat of war if any 
Huch rotnrn were attempted. Tho 
French Government mado esplana* 
tions and disavowed General Dumont, 
and there the matter 0Dd^<, but it is 
believed in Italy that Batlazzi is dis- 
posed to muko the most of tbo pecu- 
liar position of I'.aly between Paris 
and Berlin. Borlin for the moment 
i« ibo favorite, bocauso it has no in- 
terest ill tho toinpoial power. Hints 
a o given in the ijilieral p:ipersof the 
(.'(jiitineiit that Giirihaldi intends to 
ri>k I'.i other Asjiromonto ; but it is 
more iirobabl;: tluit the movement, if it 
occurs, will tako place from within. 
(i'aiit)aUli under tlio Uonvcruion must 
stopped ; but if t'le Bomiuis rise no 
agreement is broken, and if successful, 
they can vote tho Civil Govornmeat 
to Victor Kmanuol.
